any Commodities laced 02 edged therewith,to be Here ſold o2 put to ſale, vpon patne of the to2feiture 
of the ſame to be ſeized and taken to Our vſe, 

And the better to find out ſuch fozraine Purles,Cutwozkes and Bonelaces , as ſhall be Hereafter 
ſecretly bzought into this Realme,and put to ſale to the pzctudice of Dur owne people that make the 
like ; VBe doe hereby requice, alwell all andenery Our Subtects, makers of the ſaid Purles, Cut- 
wozkes,and Bonelaces,as thelſellers and rctaylers ofthe ſame; That they oz anyof them , doe not 
hereafcer buy,ſell,o2 put to ſale any of the ſaid Manufactures, befoze the ſame ſhall be duecly ſealed 
oz marked by Our welbeloued Subtect Thomas Smith gentleman,o2 his deputies, whom we ha e 
thereunto appointed, vpon patne of Dur High diſpleaſure, and ſuch Penaltics as bythe Lawes o2 
Dtatutes of this Realme, 02 otherwile , may be inflicted on them,as contemners of Our Rop.ill 
Commandement therein,

Aud iu recompence ofthe attendance of the ſaid Officer,and his deputies inthe pzemiſſes, ehane 
Alligned, and granted him the Fee mentioned in Our latd Letters Patents: And to the end that 
the Sealing of the ſaid Parles, Cutwo:kes, and 15onelaces (o made Within this Realme, may be 
done with eaſe to Our Subiects, 3c haue autho215ed the ſaid Thomas Smith, to appoint deputtes it 
all ſuch Market Townes and other places of this Our Realme, as he [hall rhinke mcete fo2 the 
Sealing thereof: Unto whom ue doe Hereby appotuae, that the Seales by tin, 02 them affixed on 
the ſaid Manufactures, ſhall be ducly returned againe after che Sale thereof, that ſo all dece:pts in 
inaking vſe of thoſe ſealings fo2 other of the ltke Manufactures,may be the better auoided: Andwe 
will that none other ſhalt Seale, o2 pzeſumne to counterfeite the marking, o2 ſealing of the ſame. And 
further, fo2 the diſconery of the fraudes that may be pzactized in the pzennſſes, ve doe hereby will 
and require, that all Shopkecpers,now vſingthe trade of buying audſellingofÞuries,Cutwozkes, 
and 2Bonelaces, 0z other s6oimmodittes laced, 02 Edged therewith, ſhallpzoduce andpermtt allſuch of 
the ſatd Manufactures either Fozraine, oz home-made as they are now poſſeſſed of, to be Sealed by 
the ſaid Thomas Smith, o2 his depitics as afoze ſatd, who 15 loozthWith to Seale the ſame at the 
Owners Shops, without any fee to be payedin that behalte, 

And «Our wall and pleaſure ts, tac all ſuch buyers, o2 gatherers of the ſaid Manufactures, as 
vſually bzing vp the ſame to Our Citie of Loudon, oz places adioyning, to vtter and ſell there, ſhall 
b:ingthe ſaid Purles, Cutwozkes,and Bonelaces toahouſe next adioyning to the ligne of the Red- 
Hart in Fozeſtreete without Cripple-Gate in London, Where the ſaid Thomas Smith, oz his deputte, 
is toattend the ſealing of the ſame, befoze it be vitered 02 put tolale, vpon paine of Our heaue Yn- 
dignation, and ſuch puniſhments and peunalties, as (hail, oz may be inflicted, fo2 the contempt, o2 
neglect of Our will and Commandement ti thai behalfe.

Laſtly, we doe hereby require and Command all Juſttcesof Peace, Matozs, Sheriffes, Bay- 
lifes, Conſtables, Headbouroughs. and all other Our Officers and Minilters whomit may any 
way concerne, tobe from time to time vpon requeſt made in that behalte, awingand aſſiſting to the 
ſaid Thomas Smich, and his deputies in the accompliſhment, and execution of Dur Royall willand 


Commandement inthe pzeniſſes, and this ſhall be ehctr warrant in that behalfe.
